of his location in west Tennessee he was 
a fugitive from having killed 
three negroes in Georgia and South Car- 
olina. He further announced that his 
frst wife was living in Augusta, Ga., and 
that he was ~naking preparations to re- 
turn to his old home. The story of this 
man is substantially as follows: 

He lived in Augusta, Ga., in 1873. 
the municipal campaign of 1873, when 
every man went wich his hand on his 
pistol, Pague was one of the principal 
workers for the democratic ticket, and 
at the polling place at which he was sta- 
tioned he challenged a negro voter. A, 
difficulty followed, in which a number 
of shots were exchanged between him- 
self and the negroes, resulting in two of 
the latter being killed outright, Pague 
escaping unhurt. He fied to South Caro- 
lina and while sleeping in the hay loft 
of a barn he was surrounded by a posse 
of negroes who had followed him in order

.. te capture him. Pague opened fire with 


a rifle, killing one negro and making his 
escape. 

Fearing to return to bid his wife and 
child adieu and realizing that South Car- 
olina was totally under negro domination, 
he came to Tennessee. 

Soon after his settlement here he heard 
through what he believed a_ reliable 
eource that his wife and child were dead, 
and he determined to settle permanently 
here. Later he was married again, as 
stated. His wife and child, however, 
were not dead and a short time since he 
learned the truth and determined to re- 
turn to them. He wrote to his wife, who 
was living at Spartanburg, S. C., and she 
besought him to return to her. 

With his children by his second wife he 
left yesterday for Augusta, Ga., where 
they will meet to spend their remaining 
days together. 


EXECUTION OF JOSEPH KEITH. 


Hanged at Michigan City, Ind., for 
Murder of Woman. 

Michigan City, Ind., November 15.—Jo- 
Beph D. Keith was hanged in the state 
prison here this morning for the murder 
of Nora Kifer. He was removed from his 
cell at 12:10 a. m., and led to the scaf- 
fold. At 12:12 the drop fell and in seven 
and one-half minutes the physicians pro- 
nounced him dead, and then his boc} 
Was cut down. 

Keith confessed that he committed the 
crime. He had the prison chaplain with 
him from 8 o’clock yesterday evening 
to the time he was removed from the 
cell. He ascended the scaffold singing: 
“I am going home to die no more,” and 
finished the song before the drop fell.

HE IS BROUGHT UP IN COURT 


Pleads Not Guilty to Charge of Mur- 
der of Goodman—Corpse Still 
Held at Little Rock. 


Jeffersonville, Ind., November 14.—New- 
ell C. Rathbun, suspected of killing 
Charles Goodman in a hotel hére by pois- 
on, was this afternoom positively iden- 
tified by an officer and an acquaintance 
of the prisoner from Little Rock, where 
he itved for awhile. 

Later Rathbun was arraigned before 
Mayor Rader in the police station on a 
charge of murder. Rathbun pleaded not 
guilty, and Mayor Rader held.bhim over 
to the circuit court without bond. The 
prisoner had no lawyer. After being 
arraigned he was taken back to jail. The 
circuit court will convene in special term 
Monday and a grand jury will be empan- 
eled to consider Rathbun’'s case.

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FAIR BUILDINGS ARE 


DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Transportation and Electrical Buildings Caught from 
Unknown Cause at 2 O’Clock This Morning. 
Both Were Soon in Ashes. 


The transportation and electrical build- 
ings at the exposition grounds were to- 
tally destroyed by fire at 2 o'clock this 


morning. The origin of the fire is un- 


known. The burning of the two big 


structures made a brilliant illumination. 
The loss is estimated at $55,000. 

The buildings were located in the lower 
part of the exposition grounds and were 


in ciose proximity to each other. They 


were frame structures and furnished easy 


fuel for the flames. The fire started 


about 1:45 o’clock this morning. It was 


only a few minutes after the fire broke 


out until the buildings were enveloped 


in flames, and, being very dry, they 


burned rapidly. 

During the Southern Interstate fair the 
buildings were used as stables and a 
large number of horses were quartered 
there. The fire department was notified 
of the fire and responded, but the flames 
had gained such headway that the work 
of the firemen was useless. 

The Electrical building was owned by 
the Interstate Fair Association and when 
originally built cost $25,000. The transpor- 
tation building was the property of the 


owners of the realty, the Piedmont Expo- 


sition Company, and cost $35,000 when 
originally built. 

The fire was first seen from The Con- 
stitution office and the fire department 
Was notified by telephone. When the de- 
partment reached the scene the electrical! 
building was practically destroyed and 
the flames were enveloping the trans- 
portation building. 

To a representative of The Constitu- 
tion the officer on duty at the park states 
that he was in the immediate vicinity of 
the buildings at 11 o’clock and that at 
that time no fire was to be seen.

William H. Rasbury, a white man 3 
years of age, was mashed to death be- 
tween two trolley cars at 7:30 o'clock 
last night. The accident occurred on 
Peachtree street between Edgewood aven- 
ve and Walton street. 

One of the cars belonged to the Rapid 
Transit Company and the other to the 
Power company. Both cars, according 
to statements of the men operating them, 
were headed south. 

Owing to the peculiar and unusual cir- 
cumstances of the death of Rasbury the 
conductor and motorman of both cars 
were arrested and detained last night at 
police barracks pending an investigation 
this morning. 

Rapid Transit car No. 17 was in charge 
of Conductor C. D. Robson and Motorman 
D. A. Alford, and the Atlarta Railway 
and Power Company car No. %1 was in 
charge of Conductor J. F. Richie and 
Motorman I. E. Low. Robson and Al- 
ford claim that their car was still at the 
time of the accident, d Richie and 
Low claim the same for theirs. If they 
were both correct, Rasbury would now 
be living.

HILL AND BLACK 
MEET IN COURT 


Former Governors of New 
York on Opposing Sides 
in Molineux Case. 


ARGUED THE MOTION 
TO QUASH INDICTMENT 


Defendant’s Father Joins the Counsel 
for His Son—Great Crowd in 
the Court Room—The Pro- 
ceedings of Yes- 
terday. 


New York, November 14.—Two former 
governors of New York, David B. Hill 
and Frank S. Black, met-in argument to- 
day in the court of general sessions on 
the motion to quash the indictment charg- 
ing Roland B. Molineux with the murder, 
by mailed poison, Mrs. Katherine J. 
Adams. Molineux was once convicted 
and sentenced to death, but the court of 
appeals gave him a new trial for-error on 
the part of the trial court. Mr. Hill, as- 
sociated with District Attorney James Os- 
borne, opposed, in behalf of the

General Edward Molineux, father of 
the prisoner, came to court in company 
with General Horatio C. King and Fred- 
erick W. Devoe, and joined the counsel 
of his- son. A great crowd filled the 
court room and_s stretched out through 
open doors to the corridors. 

Mr. Black, in opening, discussed the 
power of the court to entertain the mo- 
tion, and quoted a number of authorities 
to show that it had the power to do so. 
He explained that the motion of the de- 
fendant was to either dismiss the indict- 
ment or give the defendant permission to 
examine the minutes of the grand jury 
and allow the proposition to dismiss to 
stand pending the result of the-examina- 
tion of the minutes. He asserted that no 
legal evidence had been presented to the 
grand jury and recited the declaration of 
the court of appeals that the Barnett 
testimony was not competent. He insist- 
ed that if the indictment rested, in whole 
or in part, on the Barnett evidence it 
could not stand. He said that Molineux 
had been sentenced to death on expert 
testimony. 

Mr. Hill asserted that the motion was 
a dilatory one, and that a new trial hav- 
ing been ordered, it should be proceed 91 
with. Iie characterized the motion to 
examine the minutes as a fishing excur- 
sion, and said it already had been de- 
nied by Justice Blanchard. He also said 
that the prisoner by pleading to the in- 
dictment had recognized it, and that he 
could not thereafter attempt to inspect 
the minutes. Mr. Hill reviewed the evi- 
dence submitted to the grand jufy, aad 
of it said: 

*‘Motive was established. Poison was es- 
tablished. Death was established. Mur- 
der was established. A crime was estab- 
lished.”’ 

Commenting on the deductions of the 
defense from the court of appeals decla- 
ration as to the admission, Mr. Hill said: 

“All these murderers would have to do, 
if you take their view of the decision, 
would be put something offensive in their 
letters, and then the letters could be held 
as prejudicial, and could be excluded.”

CONVENTION WORKS FAST 


Constitutional Assembly Makes Rec- 
ord for Fast Time. 


NEW SUFFRAGE PLAN OFFERED 


Mr. Glass Offers It as Substitute for 
Reports of Committee on 
Franchise. 


Richmond, Va., November 14.~—The con- 
stitutional convention today made the 
record of the session for rapid work. 

The consideration of the report of the 
committee on legislative department was 
completed with the exception of one or 
two sections, which were by general con- 
sent recommitted, one of them relating 
to the departments of agriculture and 
labor. 

There were only a few important 
amendmetits adopted. One of them was 
offered by Mr. Meredith, of Richmond, 
allowing the governor to veto any item 
in an appropriation bill and approve 
others. 

Mr. Glass presented his new suffrage 
clause and Mr. Harrison offered an or- 
dinance relating to subjects of district 
taxation. The convention was in session 
néarly four hours. 

Mr. Glass’ suffrage plan was offered as 
a substitute for the majority and minor- 
ity reports of the committee on fran- 
chise. It differs from the majoritv plan 
in that its provision réquiring applicants 
for registration to understand and ex- 
plain any section of the state constitu- 
tion, is of a temporary nature, and is 
discarded after the first general regis- 
tration under it, which registration ifs 
made a permanent roll. The understand- 
ing clause of the majority report is, on 
the other hand, a permanent feature, ap- 
plying to all future elections. 

The Glass plan differs from the minority 
report of the committee in that it ren- 
ders possible the exclusion from the reg- 
istration lists until the poll tax goes into 
effect of a large percentage of the negro 
voters. .This poll tax of $1.50 becomes 
effective January 1, 1908, and is made a 
prerequisite to the right of suffrage. 

After January 1, 1908, every person must 
pay this tax, except persons who have 
seen active service in time of war in the 
naval or land forces of the union, the 
confederacy or the state of Virginia. Af- 
ter the. date indicated all persons apply- 
ing for registration are put upon terms 
of absolute equality. They must pay 
$1.50 tax as a prerequisite to registration 
and must make application in their own 
handwriting and prepare their ballots 
without aid from any source. The plan 
also provides for equal representation of 
both political parties on the election 
boards, a provision contained in neither 
of the other plans. The possibilities of 
maladministration of the understanding 
clause end under the Glass propositior, 
with the first general registration, while 
under the majority plan they continue in- 
definitely. On the other hand the Glass 
plan excludes more négroes from the pre- 
liminary registration than would the plan 
offered by Senator Daniel, known as the 
minority report, while the Thom, or ma- 
jority report, is supposed to be intended 
to exclude as many negroes as possible 
for as long a period as possible.

TROOPS WANTED 
AT THE MINES 


Situation in Hopkins County, 
Ky., Has Reached an 
Alarming Stage. 


FEDERAL AID ASKED 
TO PREVENT TROUBLE 


While the Section Has Been in State 
of Turmoil for Months, Miners 
Claim They Want Only 
Privilege of Union- 
izing Mines. 


Louisville, Ky., November 14.—(Spectal.) 
The mining situation which has been 
rife in Hopkins county for more than a 
year’ has again reached an alarming 
stage. Federal power has been invoked 
and Adjutant General Murray has again 
recommended to Governor Beckham that 
troops be sent to the disturbed section. 

Federal Judge Evans at the request of 
the Reinick Coal Company has granted a 
temporary order restraining President 
James T. Woods, of the United Mine 
Workers, and “all others whatsoever’ 
from hindering or obstructing in any way 
the plaintiff's business and threatening, 
compelling or inducing employees to leave 
the service, from destroying or injuring 
or attempting to destroy or injure in any 
way the plaintiff's property, or fro% 
maintaining a camp or assemblage with- 
in gunshot of plaintiff's property. 

The order is set for argument Novem- 
ber 25, and meanwhile Deputy Marshal 
Larue has been ordered to make service 
of the temporary order on the defendant. 
This invoking of the federal power is 
expected to bring the mining troubles to 
a settlement. 

J. B. Atkinson, one of the most ex- 
tensive operators, bitterly denounces the 
State courts, saying they refuse to give 
any aid or protection to a corporation. 

The miners claims that all they desire 
is the right to unlonize the miners. Wher- 
ever the right may rest, the fact remains 
that the mining troubles have kept a 
considerable section of the state in a 
turmoil for months, at a considerable loss 
of property and life.

WILSON TALKS OF STRIKE. 


Machinist Official Says Strikers Are 
Still Determined—Addressed a. 
Meeting Last Night. 

First Vice President D. D. Wilson, of 

the International Association of Machin- 
ists and editor of The Machinists Jour- 
nal, was in the city yesterday and last 
night addressed an open meeting of labor 
people at the hall of the Federation of 
Trades. He has been making a short 
tour of the southern cities. He arrived 
here yesterday at noon and left last night 
for Washington, his headquarters.

Georgians out 
of employment and being left in the 
races, while places of trust and re- 
sponsibility have been taken by oth- 
ers. Who is at fault in this matter?

Mr. Ed- 
monds gets on the trail of it when he 
refers to the indifference of southern 
legislatures, and again when he shows 
that the legislatures are indifferent be- 
cause the people themselves do not 
hold them to accountability. The fight 
for an educational bill through a Geor- 
gia legislature has at all times been a 
fight for life. There have been legis- 
1ators who have regarded money de 
voted to education as thrown away. 
They have refused to [listen to the 
voice of progress or the cries of igno- 
rant humanity. Education has be- 
come the first duty of the state. It 
cannot be shirked without destroying 
the foundation of the state.

The late Bishop George F. Pierce de- 
clared that the chartering of Wesleyan 
Female college to issue degrees was 
work enough for a thousand years of 
human history. 

But even since the bishop spoke in 
such laudatory terms Georgia has pro- 
She has established a tech- 
nical and normal school for girls at 
Milledgeville whose classes are at all 
times full. She has set in motion a 
normal school at Athens for the edu- 
cation of teachers. Between these 
two institutions 800 young women are 
passed every year, scattering out into 
every section of the state, and carry- 
ing with them lessons of light and ad- 
vancement. There is no estimating 
the upheaval that ten years of such 
work can bring about.

What is said to be the shortest bill ever 
introduced in the Georgia legislature is 
in the following words: 

“Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of Georgia that from and after the pas- 
sage of this act there shall be no more ai- 
vorce in Georgia for any cause.” 

The bill, which was introduced by 
Representative Thomas, was received 
with a buzz and hum from all sides, but 
whether of approval or of disapproval, 
the final vote alone can determine.

At 3 o'clock this morning it was dis- 
eeveréd that the Baby mine of the Po- 
eahontas Colliery Company at Pocahon- 
tas, Va., was on fire. An alarm was sent 
in and the fire company responded 
promptly. In a very short time after the 
fre fighters had reached the mouth of the | 
mines and were attempting to extinguish | 
the flames, some of the firemen and oth- | 
ers having rushed inside of the mine fo | 
ascertain the extent of the trouble and | 
to assist miners entombed therein, a ter- 
rife explosion occurred and many miners 
and their friends were more or less in- | 
jured. It is supposed that the mine | 
caught fire from a defective electric light | 
wire. 

Five bodies have been recovered up to 6 
p.m., and it is uncertain how many more 
are dead, though it ts Known that there 
are several, perhaps eight or ten, in the 
mines unless they succeeded in making 
their escape through the Tug river en- 
trance. 

Twenty-five persons have been rescued, 
all more or less burned, some seriously 
and perhaps several fatally. The injured 
were carried to their homes in wagons, 
and all the physicians in Pocahontas 
have been busy all day attending them. 
One or two other explosions have follow- 
ed that of the morning, and others are 
hourly expected. The mine is still burn- 
ing and clouds of smoke are constantly 
issuimg@ from its mouth. -The fan has now | 
been stopped, and as soon as possible to 
do so, the mine will be reentered in the 
hope of extinguishing the fire.

DISPENSARY BILL SET 
FOR WEDNESDAY 
IN SENATE. 


Lively Debate Took Place in Upper 
House: Yesterday. 


RAILROADING BILL CHARGED 


Senator Sullivan’s Bill Governing 
Admissions to the Bar from Law 
Schools Passes the Sen- 
ate by a Vote of 
28 to 2. 


A lively debate occurred in the senate 
vesterday morning over the Wright dis- 
pensary bill. This bill had been made 
the special order for the morning by unan- 
imous consent of the senate granted sev- 
eral days ago. The senate met at 10 
o’clock instead of 11, as is customary, for 
the express purpose of taking up the Dill 


| and it was agreed that by 12 o'clock de- 


bate should cease, the previous question 
be called and a vote taken on the pending 
bill. 

At least that was the programme as 
agreed upon, but it was not carried out. 
When the time arrived for the matter to 
be taken up Senator Chappell, of the 
twenty-fourth, secured the floor and 
moved that the senate reconsider its ac- 
tion in making the Wright bill the spe- 
cial order for the day. He stated that 
when the senate gave unanimous consent 
to take the bill up that many of the 
members were not present. The general 
judiciary committee being in a meeting 
at the time all the senatars on that com- 
mittee were out of the hall. He said that 
he was opposed to railroading such an 
important measure through, and that 
he wanted time for the senators to con- 
sider it thoroughly. He took the posi- 
tion that two hours was not enough time 
to debate such a measure, and stated that 
he saw no reason why the bill should not 
come up in its regular order instead of 
being made a special order. 

Senator Boynton spoke in support of the 
motion to reconsider, and gaild that he 


_ thought it was going too fast. He thought 


senators should be given more time. 
Senator Holder, of the thirty-third, 

chairman of the committee on temper- 

ance, author of the motion making the 


| bill a spectal order for yesterday, spoke 


against the motion to reconsider that 
action. He said that he did not want to 
tak? snap judgment on any one or for anv 
measure, but that the Wright bill had 
been put in the hands of every senator, it 
had been in the papers several times and 
had been discussed by the papers and 
by the legislators for weeks. 

Mr. Holder then called for the previous 
question and on a vote the previous ques- 
tion was ordered put. 

On the pervious question which was the 
motion to reconsider action making the 
bill the special order for the day Sena- 


tor Herndon called for the yeas and nays. 
Action Is Reconsidered. 

A call ef the roll developed that there 
were nineteen senators who wanted to re- 
consider and nineteen who did not want 
to reconsider. It was the first tle of the 
session, and President Howell was called 
on to cast a deciding vote. It was then 
11 o'clock, and as one hour of the time 
allotted for debate had expired. Presi- 
dent Howell stated that he would cast the 
deciding vote in favor of reconsidering, as 
he did not believe the remaining hour 
would be long enough for the matter to 
be discussed and to take a vote. When 
the deciding vote was cast the support- 
ers of the bill conferred with those who 
wanted the hearing put off. It was final- 
ly settled by a motion that the bill be 
made a special order for next Wednes- 
day morning immediately after the read- 
ing of the journal, and that the cenate 
remain in session until the vote is taken 
on the main question. 

On motion of Senator Holder 100 copies 
of the bill and the proposed amendments 
of the temperance committee were or- 
dered printed at once and these will be 
distributed among the senators to consid- 
er between now and next Wednesday. 

During the session yesterday the bill of 
Senator Sullivan regulating admission to 
the bar was passed by a vote of 28 to 2. 
This is the bill that provides that the 
state board of examiners have super- 
vision over the courses in the various law 
schools and that students be admitted to 
the bar only from such schools as have 
a two-year course, instead of one year, 
as is now the law. Senators Ellis and 
Chappell both made short speeches In 
favor of the bill and explaining it. 

The senate reconsidered its action in 
passing the Hardaway Dill prescribing 
castration as a punishment for rape, and, 
after adopting an amendment providing 
that two doctors should perforng the op- 
eration and fixing their fee at $25 each, 
again adopted the bill. Senator Den- 
nard of the fourteenth, offered an amend- 
ment that the prisoner when castrated 
also be branded on the forehead with 
the letter R, but later withdrew it. 

A new bill of interest to the lawyers 
in the state was introduced by Senator 
Herndon, of the forty-third, to repeal 
an act to regulate the method of pleading 
in civil cases commenced by petition in 
the courts and for other purposes. 

The following local bills were passed: 

By Senator Smith of the thirty-fourth: 
A bill establishing a system of public 
schools in Lawrenceville. 

By Senator Chappell of the twenty- 
fourth: A bill to amend an @t creating 
a new charter for the city of Columbus. 

A large number of bills were read the 
secund time, and at 12 o'clock the senate 
adjourned to meetin joint session with 
the house and later to the address of Mrs. 
Felton.

MRS. W. H. FELTON ATTACKS 
GEORGIA’S SCHOOL SYSTEM 


RS. W. H. FELTON, of Carters- 

ville, delivered a strong and point- 

ed address yesterday at noon be- 
fore the general assembly in joint ses- 
sion. 

She spoke on the subject of Georgia's 
educational system, especially the rurai 
schools, and her cry was, make 
schools what they ought to be and make 
those for whom they are established 
attend them, or cut off the taxation by 
which they are supported. She illustrat- 
ed her points with interesting anecdote 
and applicable incident, and held the 
closest attention of her hearers through- 
out. 

The gallery of the house began to fill 
long before the hour for the joint ses- 
sion. Severa! hundred ladies occupied 
Seats there, and many of the audience 
who could not find seats stood through- 
out the entire’ address. The floor @f the 
house also was crowded, many gather- 
ing there besides the members of the 
house and senate. 

The joint session began a few minutes 
after 12 o'clock. The resolution convening 
the joint session was read and a com- 
mittee composed of Messrs. Reid of 
Campbell, Brown of Decatur, and Sen- 
ator McAfee of the thirty-second, was 
appointed to notify Mrs. Felton that the 
joint sessfon had convened and to escort 
her into the hall. 

“Perhaps there would be a great differ- 
ence of opinion if the question were 
asked as to who is the brightest and 
most eminent man in Georgia;’’ said 
President Howell in introducing Mrs. Fel- 
ton, “‘but there is no difference of opin- 
ion as to who is Georgia’s most distin- 
guished woman—the gifted lady who will 
address you today.’’ 

Mrs. Feiton’s Address. 

“How am I to make a fitting reply to 
that beautiful compliment?’ Mrs. Felton 
asked. ‘“‘But old age has its compensa- 
tions and I can just take the taffy and 
swallow it just so.’’ 

Mrs. Felton began by referring to the 
important needs of the rural school to 
which the legislature could and shouid 
minister. She spoke of an individual case, 
an apparently intelligent young white girl 
who lived in a county with thirty-nine 
schools, yet who had never received one 
day's benefit from those institutions. 

“IT promised myself when I1 saw that 
young girl that I should ask you, gentle- 
men, why it was with thirty-nine teach- 
ers in a county this poor girl did not re- 
ceive the benefit of the schools.’’ 

The poor children of the mountains and 
the pine plains are not receiving the bene- 
fits of the public school system today, 
Mrs. Felton said. 

“There is a college for negro girls in 
Atlanta,’’ Mrs. Felton said, ‘‘that is bet- 
ter equipped for teaching negro gir's 
than any college for white girls in the 
state is for them. It could almost buy 
and other colleges for girls in the state.”’ 

Something should be done for these 
poor white girls. Mrs. Felton said, or the 
legislature should stop taxing the people 
to pay for this work. Appeals for more 
money have been made year after vear, 
and year after year the school fund has 
been swelled untfl millions have been 
sunk. Yet the criminals in Georgia's pen- 
itentiary have increased until now the 
number is about 3,000. 


Rural System Is Bad. 


Mrs. Felton said there was “something 
wrong about the rural school system. 
With an attendance of less than 40 per 
cent of the children it is time that some- 
thing should be done. The people of 
Georgia are called upon to pay heavy 
taxes for a school system that is far from 
what it ought to be. The school commis- 
sioner has said so; the governor has de- 
clared that the rural system needs cor- 
rection. In Bartow county the taxpayer 
must pay $15 on $1,000. Much of this is to 
support the school system. Why shouid 
the taxpayer be compelled to pay this 
tax to support a school system when the

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parents will not send their children?’ 

Mrs. Felton said 76 per cent of those in 
the penitentiary get in there from little 
forgeries and other little things, ali of 
which goes to show that a little learning 
is dangerous. 

Mrs. Felton declared that the farmers 
had been getting less and less labor every 
year, so there could not be much in the 
cry that compulsory attendance would 
cut down the supply of labor. There is 
something else that has been doting it. 

“The commissioner tells you that the 
burning question is to appropriate more 
money for schools. It is the burning 
question, gentlemen. It is burning up the 
patience of the people. Your governor 
says 30, and the humblest woman in 
Georgia says so. 

‘In some places,”’ Mrs. Felton declared, 
‘‘taxation has become so severe that it is 
cheaper to rent land than to own it. 

“This rural system is barren of re- 
sults.”” Mrs. Felton asserted. ‘‘Where 
will Georgia wind up if she continues to 
spend millions for these schools, and yet 
60 per cent of the children in the rural 
listricts have never seen the inside of 
them, 

“Bartow was bound to hang a free 
school product a few days ago. There was 
trouble to get him to the gallows; there 
was danger of the fagot.’’ 

Mrs. Felton said a white woman was 
hardly safe on any of the country roads 
of the state. The better class of negroes 
is rapidly dving out; they were the class 
that Was trained by hard work with free 
school education left out. 

Mrs. Felton said the scholars should be 
—— together before a teacher is sup- 
piled. : 

“The state has been hallooing for wild 
pigs lone enough; pen the shoats, gentle- 
men, before you shell out the corn.” 

Have Not Reduced Crime. 

Mrs. Felton declared that these free 
schools had not reduced crime. Since 
Georgia had spent $20,000,000 in thirty 
years for education, the expenses of the 
courts had increased and the number of 
criminals in penitentiary ‘and chaingang 
had grown vear after year. 

Mrs. Felton urged that something be 
done for these poor white girls. “I beg of 
you to correct this evil,’’ she said. 
‘“Kither do that or lock the strong box 
of Georgia and throw the key away.’ 

“If no one else will say it but a woman 
who has not the power to control a vote, 
I am going to say it: Let the white peo- 
ple’s taxes go to white people’s children, 
and the negro’s taxes to his children.”’ 
(Applause.) 

At the conclusion of. .her address Mrs. 
Felton was warmly applauded and a reso- 
fution thanking her for it, by Mr. Har- 
din, of Wilkes, was unanimously adopted 
by a rising vote.

Mrs. Morrow sues for damage claimed to 
have resulted from the alleged breach 
of contract and seeks to prevent the 
removal of 117,000 brick, now on the prem- 
ises.

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AMENDMENTS ARE PROPOSED. 


Constitutional Convention Committee 
Holds Interesting Session—Sev- 
eral Propositions Acted On. 

It is an interesting coincidence that just 
after the speech of Mrs. Felton, in which 
she advocated the application to the edu- 
cation of the negro only the taxes paid 
by the negro in Georgia, the joint con- 
stitutional amendment committee had up 
for consideration an amendment to the 
constitution making just such a provi- 

sion. 

The bill provides for an amendment 
devoting to the education of the negro 
all of the money paid in taxes by th® 
negro, but no more. This amounts to 
about $175,000 annually, whereas the ne- 
gro now receives for education in this 
state about $600,000. The measure was 


' considered of such importance that it was 


not acted upon, but was set as the spe- 
clal order of business before the com- 
mittee at the next meeting on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The committee adopted the biennial 
session amendment and, the amendment 
putting all pensions on an indigent basis, 
and bills will be presented on these sub- 
jects at an early date. The biennia! ses- 
sion amendment will come up as the spe- 
clal order in the house next Wednesday. 

The amendment proposed by Mr. Toom- 
er, of Ware, requiring that the general 
appropriation bill be sent to the govern- 
or ten days before adjournment was re- 
res to a sub-committee to be per- 
ected.

LOST BY VOTE OF 
77 10 53. 


Bill by Mr. Hitch, of Chatham, Excites 
Much Interest in House. 


AMENDMENTS ARE ADOPTED 


Bill Was So Changed as To Make It 
Apply Only to Collateral Inheri- 
tances—Author Gave No- 
tice of a Motion To 
Reconsider. 


By a vote of 77 to &% the house yes- 
terday killed the inheritance tax bil by 
Mr. Hitch, of Chatham, the bill lacking 
11 votes of having the required consti- 
tutional majority. 

The bill came up as the special order 
at 10 o'clock and was practically the only 
matter of interest before the house dup- 
ing the day. The vote indicates many 
members of the house favor the meas- 
ure, and a decided interest was taken in 
the statement of the meaning and effect 
of the measure by the author, Mr. Hitch. 
The debate was Iistened to closely 
throughout. 

Mr. Hitch’s bill provided for a graduat- 
ed tax upon inheritances, legacies and 
gifts varying from 1 to 6 per cent, accord- 
ing to the degree of consanguinity of 
the beneficiary. The author had made 
careful calculations in connection with 
the measure, and stated, in his opinion, 
it wculd bdring into the treasury of thc 
state from $350,900 to $500,000. 

A number of amendmerts were offered 
to the bill and most of them were adopi- 


éd. One of them, by Mr. Walker. of 
Brooks, provided that no tax should be 
placed upon legacies or gifts for chart- 
table purposes or to charitable and re- 
ligious institutions, and that no tax 
should be imposed upon a bequest to a 
widow unless it was more than §1),000, 
nor upon a bequest to a minor child un- 
lees it was more than $5,000. 

Another amendment provided that there 
should be no taxation whatever on be- 
quests to the widcw or children, thus 
putting the tax only upon colidteral in- 
heritances. This amendment was also 
adopted, but it had the effect of displac- 
ing the former amendment so far as it 
related to the widow and minor chil- 
dren. 

The bill had been favorabyy reported 
by the committee on ways and means. 
When the vote was announced Mr. Hitch 
gave notice that at the proper time 
he would move to reconsider the action 
of the house on the measure. 

Some debate was had at the opening 
of the Bession on the motion to recon- 
sider the Australian ballot bill by Mr. 
Kelley, of Glascock, but no vote was 
reached. 


Mr. Hitch’s Argument. 


Mr. Hitch opened his argument in favor 
of the bill by referring to the deficit in 
the state treasury, to which attention 
was called in the governcr’s message. 

“I am convinced,” he said, ‘after a 

careful consideration of this matter, that 
this measure, if passed, will not only 
make up that deficit in the state treas- 
ury, but will produce an amount suffi- 
cient to make it possible to reduce the 
general tax on real and personal proper- 
ty. If it will accomplish these two ob- 
jects, I think you wiil al) agree it ought 
to pass.”’ 
Mr. Hitch said in working the matter 
up last summer by correspondence he 
learned that twenty-three states had in- 
heritance tax laws, thirteen did not, and 
others he did not hear from at that 
time. He has since learned that several 
other western states have a similar law. 
The states which have an inheritance tax 
law are New York, Michigan, Virginia, 
West Virginia, Tennessee, Arkansas, Li- 
linois, Pennsylvania, Connecticut, New 
Jersey, lowa, Minnesota, Nebraska, Mas- 
sachusetts, ewe mage” North Carolina, 
Vermont, California, Missouri, Utah, Col- 
orado. Maine and Delaware. 

‘“T give it as my opinion, after a care- 
ful investigation of this matter,’ said 
Mr. Hitch, “that this act, ‘f passed, 
will yield Georgia not less than $360,000 
a year, and I believe it would go to 


Mr. Hitch said it never was his inten- 
tion in the measure to tax a bequest to 
a widow or minor dhild uniess the 
amount were sufficient to warrant it: 
nor was it intended to tax any bequest 
or legacy to an educational, religious or 
charitable institution. 

‘This is not a tax on property,” Mr. 
Hitch said, ‘““‘but a tax on the transfer. 
That distinction is clearly made by all 
the courts that have dealt with the mat- 
ter.’’ 

Mr. Hitch quoted supreme court de- 
cisions upholding the inheritance tax law, 
as to its constitutionality and in other 
respects, and concluded with an appeal 
for the passage of the bill. 


Opposed by Mr. Slaton. 


Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, in opposing the 
measure, said he would address his re- 
marks particularly to the amendment by 
the gentleman from Brooks. He quoted 
the section from the constitution which 
declares that taxation shall be uniform 
upon all classes of property. 

The amendment by Mr. Walker, he de- 
clared, would be violative of this sec- 
tion of the constitution, in that it ex- 
empted $10,000 to the widow and $5,000 
to each minor child. 

“That section,”” Mr. Slaton said, “‘was 
a wise provision, put there by one of 
the ablest framers of that instrument, 
Robert Toombs.’ 

Mr. Slaton declared that everyone, 
from the washerwoman and the farmer 
with one plow up to the most wealthy 
corporation, should be taxed uniformly 
and alike. 

The previous question was called and 
the main question was ordered put. Mr. 
Hitch then took up ten minutes, advo- 
soting the bill, and showing that by 
amendment it had been cut down so 
that only collateral inheritances were 
affected. Having reduced the measure 
to this basis, he considered that the 
main objection that could be raised by 
its opponents was removed. This would 
reduce the income to the state, but still 
a very large amount would be collected. 


The favorable report of the committee 


Was agreed to and the yeas and nays 
were ordered called. Just as the clerk 
called the first name the senate was an- 
nounced and the joint session for the 
purpose of hearing Mrs. Felton began. 

At the conclusion of the joint séssion 
an effort was made to journ, but 
Speaker Little ruled that it was out of 
erder, and that nothing could be done 
until the house finished the business be- 
fore it. 

The call of the roll showed seventy- 
seven votes in favor of the bill and 
fifty-three against it. The bill, receiving 
less than the constitutional majority, 
was declared lost. Mr. Hitch then ve 
notice of a motion to reconsider and the 
house adjourned.

Special Committee Investigated Con- 
dition of Streets Yesterday. 


ESTIMATE BEING PREPARED 


Work May Cost More Than $15,000 
and Matter Will Doubtless Be 
Presented to the Council 
of 1902 for Favor- 
able Action. 


The special investigating committee, ap- 
pointed by the mayor several days ago, 
yesterday inspected the streets within a 
radius of a quarter of a mile of the depot 
with a view of ascertaining what changes 
and repairs would be necessary to put 
these thoroughfares in better condition. 
The committee will prepare a report to 
council before the end of the week, and 
will recommend that all the paving stones 
on the business streets be taken up and 
reset. It is intimated that but very few 
new blocks will be needed, and the cost 
of the improvements may be more than 
$15,000. City Engineer Clayton was re- 
quested to prepare an estimate of the 
cost to be submitted to the committee at 
the earliest possible moment. He will 
doubtless have the figures ready today 
for consideration. 

The members of the committee who 
went on the tour of inspection were Coun- 
cilman W. M. Terry, chairman of the 
street committee of council; Captain 
George M. Hope, chief of the sanitary 
department; City Engineer R. M. Clay- 
ton, City Attorney James L. Mayson and 
Commissioner of Public Works Collier. 
The following were the _ streets 
spected: 

Pryor street, from Mitchell to Peach- 
tree streets; Alabama street, from Central 
avenue to the Central railroad; Broad 
street, from Mitchell to Peachtree streets; 
Mitchell street, from Pryor to Forsyth 
streets; Decatur street, from Peachtree to 
Butler streets; Marietta street, from 
Peachtree to Foundry streets; Peachtree 
street, from the viaduct to Ellis street, 
and Edgewood avenue, from Peachtree 
street to Piedmont avenue. 

A special meeting of the city finance 
committee, of which Councilman W. C. 
Rawson is chairman, will be held in the 
mayor's office today at noon, and if Cap- 
tain Clayton’s estimate is ready at that 
time it will doubtless be considered by the 
members of the committee. * Councilman 
Rawson is also a member of the special 
investigating committee. 

If all the paving is to be relaid the mat- 
ter will have to go to the council of next 
year with the recommendation of the 
present council that the urgent necessity 
for the work be considered.

an amount sufficient to accomplish the 
desired end or else issue bonds to raise 
the funds needed.”’ 7

M’LAURIN URGES NEED 
OF SHIP SUBSIDY BILL 


ENATOR JOHN L. M’LAURIN’S ad- 
dress before the Southern Cotton 
Spinners’ Association was one of 


the features of the convention. In part 
he said: 


I appear before you tonight not for the 
purpose of entertaining i with pleasing 
words or an expression of the grateful wel- 
come with which you are received in the 
Gate City of the South, I feel that my pres- 
enee here would be ‘n vain if in some way 
I cannot assist in making the important ob- 
ject of your meeting more successful than 
it would be had I not come. I feel the limi- 
tations which surround me, but address you 
in the hope that some su stion of mine wil) 
assist you in your deliberations, make the 
work of your convention easier or lead to a 
discussion of matters which would otherwise 
be discussed. 

You all know the magnitude of the cotton 
business, and have studied the questions per- 
taining to the home and foreign markets for 
But occupied as has been 
your time in err. the important problems 
or in the handling, the manufacturing, 
and the sale of cotton, it is possible that you 
have not taken the time to go into the 
broader subject of what the future will bring 
to those who meet in this convention. 

We are now gathering together in this, the 
Gate City of the South, for the purpose of 
discussing conditions and policies of vital in- 
terest to both sections. Here, where north 
and south strove together in bloody conflict, 
there has arisen the best built city for its 
population that can be found in any coun- 
try, established by the combined efforts of 
southern and northern men. It has been 
termed the Chicago of the Sovnth, and this 
name is a compliment to both cities.  . 

In connection with the extension of 
foreign trade, I desire to refer to an im- 
portant matter which should be settled and 
settled right. I announced myself during the 
last session of congress as in favor of a sub- 
sidy for an American merchant marine, be* 
cause I felt that it was essential to adequate 
national defense and development. Our weak- 
ness upon the sea is the one great danger 
that confronts the nation. 

f ships could be built in the United States 
as cheaply and operated under our flag as 
cheaply as they are under other flags, it would 
be’ unnecestary for our government to do mdre 
than to offeet the subsidies, bounties, naval 
reserve retainers and other methods by which 
foreign *governments attract capital into mer- 
chent ships built and managed by their own 
peonle. 

‘Tf sea power be really based upon peace- 
ful and extensive commerce,’’ savs Cantair 
Mahan, recoentzged as the ablest historian of 
the day, “‘antitude for commercial purenits 
must be a distinguishing feature of the nations 
that have at one time or another been great 
upen the sea.

A ship owned by Americans and* carrving 
American zoods but flying an Enelich flag. ad- 
vertises Fneland instead of the United Stater 
in every port. 

Government Must Aid. 


Until the government comes to our aid, I 
see no prospect of establishing new steam- 
ship lines to the south. 

The tosses incident to establishing new liner 
of ships are appalling, so great as to deter 
capital from investing in them; but if for the 
advantage that the nation will receive in hav- 
ing available in time of need the ships and 
the men, the government will pay a sufficient 
subsidy for a stated period of years. Amer- 
ican capital will be found ready. Millions «#& 
dollars in subsidies and other direct gov- 
ernment aid are given to the great bulk of 
“4e foreien shipping now monopolizing the 
trade of South America. :

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


Nev York, November |4.—Professional spec- 
vulators were much disappointed over the ef- 
fect of- last night's official announcement of 
the terms of the settlement of the railroad 
controversy in the northwest. That does not 
mean necessarily that the settlement does not 
ineure all the benefits claimed for it. The 
speculators were bound to sell stocks upon 
the definite announcement in any event. Their 
2isappointment today was due to the fact that 
a very light outside demand for stocks wan 
attracted by the announcement. The watchful 
bears were keenly alive to the situation, and 
when they saw the efforts making to realize 
profits they put out extensive short linfs to 
take away the market from those seeking to 
liquidate and then flercely raideg the market 
to dislodge stop ioss orders and enable them to 
take profits on the short side. How large &n 
element the short selling was in the weakness 
of the market was disclosed when the bears 
began to cover during the last hour. wuD- 
stantial gains were made in all the active 
stocks and at some points among the coulers 
and the specialties there were complete + 
coveries A notable fact in the days -_ 35 
ing was the comparative immobility of the 
United States Steel stocks. The rranscon- 
tinental railroad stocks and some of the Vau- 
derbilts which have been under manipulation 
recently for advances were most affected by the 
selling, although the list developed weakness 
throughout during the course of the day. The 
recent speculation has been largely based upon 
the Northern Pacific settlement, and with the 
details of that known the professionals argue 
that all good news was out, while the dis- 
quieting condition in the money market made 
it undesirable to hold stocks. Some of the 
recent price levels taken in connection with 
the terms of the Northern Security Company 
organization made it evident that those terms 
are a disappointment to the buyers at the 
prices indicated, There was a rather dubious 
feeling also as to how the transcontinentals 
not immediately concerned in the settlement 
are to benefit by it. The further adjournment 
of the Burlington directors was used by the 
bears to play upon the fears of timid holders. 
The money market was firmer today, both for 
call and time loans, the latter showing the 
effect of the gold outgo for the first time. It 
is expected that further gold will be exported 
on Saturday, although the easier tendency of 
money in Paris and the reduction in the buy- 
ing price of gold in London served to advance 
the level of exchange here at which gold ex- 
ports are profitable, The statement of the 
country’s foreign trade published today throws 
some light upon the present anomilies of the 
exchange situation. It is true that the total of 
October exports, although nearly $18,000,0 
below those of last October , are the largest 
of any previous October in the country’s his- 
tory, so that in spite of the decrease com- 
pared with October of last year the notable 
trade balance in our favor still remains $64,- 
228.601. Rut recent events show clearly that 
exchange bills were sold in this market long 
since in anticipation of the autumn supply of 
bills to be brought upon the market by our 
export trade and in process of borrowing for- 
eign capital. This constitutes a short inter- 
est in the exchange market, and the fact that 
the trade balance in our favor is $28,530.- 
045 less than that of October of last year 
may furnish an index of how far the banks 
were out in their calculations when they 
were selling exchange short.

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CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, November 1|4.—Strength in coarse 
grains both on cash and speculative demands 
brought moderately active markets on the 
beard of trade today, December wheat closing 
quiet %c higher, December corn \%c up and 
December oats %c higher. Provisions closed 
unchanged to 5c higher. 

Wheat was again active and firm, influenced 
by a strong tone in corn and oats. Cables re, 
sponded to the firm feeling here yesterday, and 
though northwest receipts were heavy, Chicago 
opened 4@%c higher at 72%@72%c: Buying 
of a speculative sort became pronounced and 
prices rapidly advanced %c. The cach situa- 
tion was reported fairly good, but secondary 
to the influence of the coarser grains. When 
big primary receipts were reported and cora 
quieted down, wheat longs took to liquidating 
and depressed the market until December 
closed only barely firm \@%c higher at 72% 
72%c. Local receipts were 72 cars, 10 of 
contract grade. Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ported 7385 cars, making a total for the three 
points of 807 cars, against 642 last week and 
411 a year ago. Primary receipts were |,58!,- 
000 bushels, compared with 719,000 busbels 
last year. Seaboard clearances in wheat and 
fiour equaled 432,000 bushels. The seaboard 
reported eight loads taken for export. ” 

Corn was very strong early on better cables 
and light offerings, but the buying was of 
the sort that would not stand much; of a de- 
cline, and selling toward the close brought 
a loss of nearly all the gain. Tne cash sit- 
uation at ail points, as reported ‘here, was 
still very strong. Receipts here was still 
small, but the Chicago bids for corn in the 
west last night were lower than those made 
by other points, so that as a consequence the 
traders are not expecting large receipts. De- 
cember, which opened %@c up, advanced to 
60%@60%c, but on profit taking sagged back 
and closed steady %c higher at its lower open- 
ing figures—59%c. Receipts were 109 cars. 

Vats were fairly active, aided by a strong 
cash situation. The commission house de- 
mand was urgent, and offerings generally were 
light. December «pened unchanged, but on 
the individual bull movement and strength 
in corn gained %c and sold at 40c. Later 
there was a large quantity sold for profits, 
and the market quieted, closing firm %c higher 
at 39%c. Receipts were |77 cars. 

Provisions were dull but a snade better on 
the strength in coarse grains. There were 
better prices at the opening on an animated 
hog market. There was also a fair investment 
and short demand, but the gain was only tcem- 
porary.

| N THE course of his address before 


material it possesses? Has it not during 


the past century furnished hundreds of 


milliens of bales ef cotton, the bulk of 
the world’s supply, to the peoples of 
three or four continents? Has it not in 
the past twenty or twenty-five vears 
uncovered vast beds of iron ore, inex- 
haustible. quarries of the fiuxing lime- 
stone, mighty seams of coal, incalculable 
stretches of phosphate rock, great depos- 
its of pyrites, lead, zinc, miea, corundum, 
copper and.gold? Have not its forests 
of long-leaf pine, cypress and hardwoods 
become the main reliance of the builder 
and the manufacturer of naval stores? 
Has it not, after showing to the won- 
dering nations of the earth its marvelous 
surface wealth or that which lies close

While uncovering its possessions for the 
admiration and delectation of mankind, if 
not for the envy of peoples less fortun- 
ately situated, while teaching men not to 
waste, it has in one particular ig- 
nored its own lessons and has practical- 
ly neglected its greatest store of raw 
material, the. most potent factor, per- 
haps, of its wealth creation, if properly 
used.

Is the statement disputable? Let me 
modify it so as to bring out its full mean- 
ing. 

The south has almost forgotten the 
wealth-creating potentialities of its poor 
white boys. 

I use the qualifying ‘‘almost’’ advised- 
ly. Our interrupted history of industrial 
progress has many records of the appre- 
ciation, on the part of the southern fath- 
ers of cotton mills and other indystries, 
of the possibilities dormant in a consid- 
erable portion of the white popula- 
ES ee 

The south has still. almost forgotten 
the wealth-creating potentialities of its 
poor white boys. 

Is it necessary for me to detail the ex- 
planation of that lamentable fact? 

Greatest Raw Material. 

May it not be made broadly in the 
statement that the south, s0 long oc- 
cupied as a mere producer of raw mater- 
ial for industry, has been slow to recog- 
nize its greatest raw material and to 
make it available by training its white 
boys and its white girls as they ought 
to be trained, to handle its other raw 
materials to the best advantage? 

It is true we have the industrial school 
at Columbus, Miss,, the first, I believe, 
to be established in’ the United States, 
if not in the world, for the sole benefit 
of white girls: we have the textile school 
of Clemson college, with ite younger sis- 
ters in North Carolina, Georgia and Miss- 
issippi; the Miller school in Virginia, the 
McDonogh school in Maryland, and well- 
developed schools at Blacksburg,, Raleigh, 
Starkville, Knoxville, New Orleans, Baton 
Rouge. Atlanta, and: in other agricultu- 
ral colleges, where a limited number of 
our young men may be set upon the tight 
path to success im industrial careers. 
These means are, however, very small 

omparigon with the task for the 
eon expected to. be accomplished 
throneh them. . 

Public Liberality Demanded. 

Our successful men must set in their 
private personal generosity in the cause 
of industrial education the example of 
general and public liberality to the same 
end. By their works for them that are 
to come after they must show forth their 
faith in the south and their determination 
that it shall give the reasons for their 
hope. They must give of their wealth, 
not in haphazard manner, but upon a 
strictly business basis, and yet by a meth- 
od that wifl surely attract remunerative 
attention and which ought to be geomet- 
rical in its progression.

ained by this plan. 
In the first place, the recipient of the 
scholarship is relieved of any feeling 
that he is dependent upon the bounty 
of others. a feeling which not infre- 
quently induces a frame of mind disad- 
vantageous to men who have to strive, 
and in the second place, through the pay- 
ment of the smal! notes as they fall due, 
the scholarships will become self-per- 
petuating. 

Mr. French has given us of the south 
a most valuable hint and sent us a prac- 
tical example which we may fo:low only 
to the benefit of the south. 

We should elab@rate and expand this 
plan. Scho.arships somewhat similar to 
those founded by him should be pro- 
vided by southern men in every south- 
érn institution which shows itself worthy 
to administer them. It is not necessary 
to present $10,000 in cash or in interest- 
bearing securities to each of the score 
of southern institutions, most of which 
are struggling jin the face of many diffi- 
culties to do their part in the training 
of southern white boys. 

There are. Kis true. hundreds in the 
south who could provide such a general 
endowment without crippling themselves 
in the least. There are men in the south 
who have already given much more than 
that sum in the cause of education, But 
however desirable the availability of such 
a lump sum for industrial! training might 
be. it should best be received as an ad- 
junct to the working out of the plan 
which I have to propose. I believe the 
adjunct’ would be forthcoming, and 
forthcoming in generous proportions, 
should the plan be successfully launched. 


The South Grows Richer. 


But are the whites of the south to con- 
tinue to permit our northern friends to 
do more for the industrial education 
of the negroes than we are willing to do 
out of our pockets aside from taxation 
for our poor white boys? 

Lack of. means, do I hear? Yes, we 
have bé@en poor. God knows our poverty 
has been spelled in capital letters. But 
that condition is becoming a memory for 
many of us. We have learned to ac- 
quire and to accumulate. Now we must 
get into the habit of giving. so that our 
whole people may be better able to ac- 
cumulate. 

The leadership in this belongs paturgSy 
to the men of the cotton m The 
hundred and fifty millions favaneei in 
them constitute probably the largest 
amount of capital represented in one 
southern industry. That capital is 
lafgely southern capital, earned by south- 
ern brain and brawn. From it should 
come the impuise that will create other 
capital, both for cotton mills and fora 
myriad of other industries. But the cot- 
ton manufacturers are committed to 
practical, educational , Philanthropy for 
another reason. 

We shall never hod our full possibil- 
ities if we permit, as has been done in 
the past, so much of our human mate- 
rial to remain raw and waste. It is 
hardly a question, indeed, of matching 
toward the white boys northern liberal- 
ity toward the negro. Our very salva- 
tion, industrial and social, les in ade- 
quate provision for rendering available 
our human material, so _ full of poten- 
tialities for god of every kind. 

In this age. when the skilled hand and 
the trained mind turn the scale in com- 
petition, we cannot, for our civilization, 
afford to stand still. We must either 
advance or fall away. It rests with us, 
and with us alone, to decide the fate of 
the south. History will hold this gen- 
eration of southern business men re- 
sponsible for this section’s future. it is 
becoming every minute more and more 
impossible for one man to Hive unto him- 
self. It is not enough that you have 
already created employment where

CHARTER BILLS TO 
COME WEDNESDAY 


Senate Committee Puts Off Considera- 
tion at Mayor’s Request. 


COUNCIL WILL ACT MONDAY 


Movement Is on Foot To Have Coun- 
cil Reconsider Action on Some 
of the Amendments—Urged 
That They Are Too 
Drastic. 


The bills amending the Atlanta city 
charter which were passed by the house 
this week have been read in the senate 
and refered to the committee on special 
judiciary. The committee will consider 
these bills at an early date next week— 
not later than Wednesday. The hearing 
would have been had before the commit- 
tee this week but for the fact that at the 
request of the mayor the date was post- 
poned until after the next meeting of the 
city council, which takes place on Mon- 
day. 

The request for postponement came 
about in this way: On Wednesday the 
mayor was presented with a petition 
signed by about fifteen members of the 
present city council, requesting him to 
call the council together in extra session 
at once in order that action might be 
taken on the charter bills now pending 
before the senate judiciary committee. 
The petition for a special session was 
based upon the probability that the sen- 
ate committee would consider the bills 
this week, as would have been done had 
there been no request for a postpone- 
ment. 

Knowing that the council would meet in 
régular session next Monday, Mayor 
Mims took the position that it would be 
inadvisable to call an extra session of 
council at this time, with only a few days 
intervening before the time of the next 
regular session, and stated to the pe- 
titioners that in order to obviate the 
necessity for a called session of council 
he would request the senator from thls 
district to ask the senate committee to 
withhold action until after the regular 
session of council on Monday. The pe- 
titioners, therefore, did not insist upon 
their call for a special session. Mayor 
Mims then communicated with Senator 
Howell and he, in conformity with the 
mayor's desire, requested Chairman 
Stone, of the special judiciary committee, 
to fix Wednesday of next week as the 
date for the hearing. The charter bills 
will be taken up by the senate committee 
at the time indicated. 

A movement is on foot to have the 
council reconsider its action on some of 
the charter amendments, notably those in 
reference to the matter of franchise and 
corporation taxation. It is being urged 
that in their present shape these amend- 
ments are too drastic and that 
they will be productive of danger to 
the city. It is certain that a hot fight will 
take place at the next meeting of council] 
between those favoring a reconsideration 
of council’s action and those advocating 
standing by the amendments which have 
been adopted by council.

Equitable Will Pay the Heirs Event- 
ually $200,000 for Its $100,- 
000 Gold Bond.

| On a single payment of $5,000 the family 
| of John Rochester Thomas, architect and 
| builder, gets $200,000 from the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society. The family has 
elected to take $5,000 a year for twenty 
years and then $100,000 in a lump, rather 
than $130,000 in a lump sum now. 


Paid One Premium and Died. 


Twelve years ago Mr. Thomas took out 
a $25,000 policy in the Equitable. Last year 
year he decided to take out $100,000 more 
‘in the shape of a 5 per cent gold bond, on 
which he had to pay $5,000 premium. 

The company estimates that its insur- 
ance bonds are worth 30 per cent over 
par, and accordingly offered the family 
$130,000 spot ca’sh in gold, or the $5,000 a 
year and $100,000 option. Of course the 
$25,000 policy was paid at once, making 
$25,000 spot cash{ an income of $5,000 a 
year for twenty years and then $100,000 
in United States gold coin. 

While Mr. Thomas’ policies were not 
extraordinarily large as policies go now- 
adays, his gcin for his family was enor- 
mous considering the amount paid down.
